Why Cameron Was Removed. 

Different reasons are assigned for tho re- 
moval <>f Simon Cameron from tho Cabinet. 
When he was chosen to the U. S. Senate, a 
few years ago, the Democrat* had a small ma- 
jority in the Pennsylvania Legislature — and 
it was charged that Cameron obtained hit 
election by "buying up" two men elected to 
the Assembly as Democrats. When Came- 
ron was urged upon Mr. Lincoln forSecretary 
of the Treasury, a committee of Pennsylva- 
nia Republicans went on to Springfield to 
protest against his appointment, for reasons 
which have been repeatedly stated. Mr. L.

Why Canada Desires a War Between the Uni- 
ted States and England. 

The Quebec (Canada) correspondent of the 
New York Herald of the date of the 20th of 
January, after stating that tho feeling in 
Canada is strongly against tho North, and in 
favor of a war between England and the 
United States, says: 

Canada wants n winter outlet to the sea. 
For nearly six months each year, the only 
practicable outlet is through United States 
territory. When the Province was thinly 
peopled and poor, this isolation could bo en- 
dured ; but of late years it has been keenly 
felt and bitterly deplored. An extension of 
the Grand Trunk Railway to Halifax has been 
proposed as a remedy. But the three hun- 
dred and fifty miles of railroad which would 
have to be built would cost fully $30,000,000 
— more than either the Province or Great 
Britain cares to spend in cold blood. The 
road would pass so close to the frontier 
of the Urfited States in somo places that, in 
the event of war. it would be very easy for 
American guerrillas to destroy it," and even 
if it were protected, it is felt that n single 
line of railway, five hundred miles long, run- j 
ning through a desert with an Arctic tern- I 
pcrature, would be a very inadequate outlet 
tor a people numbering nearly three millions, ! 
and advancing daily In wealth and import- 
ance. 

It will be seen, on your side of the line, a 
preposterous notion ; but it is a fact, never- 
theless, that many of the leading minds of j 
Canada lytve resolved to get Maine, if they j 
can. They say that they require Portland, 
the terminus of the Atlantic and St. Law- 
rence Railway ; that it is a geographical ne- 
cessity for them to possess it ; that the pres- : 
ent troubles of the L'nited States afford them ; 
an opportunity of seizing it, which may never I 
occur again ; that Maine belongs to them gco- 
graphically ; that the present boundary line 
was unfairly drawn, and that in claiming 
Maine as British territory, they are meroly : 
asking for that which, of right, belongs to the I 
British crown. 

In reflecting upon these somewhat startling 
pretentions, you will not fail to call to mind I 
several paragraphs which have lately appear- 
ed in ministerial prints in England, on the 
subject of pretended addresses which were 
alleged to have been forwarded to the Queen I 
by inhabitants of Maine, praying for annexa- 
tion to Cannda. No one in the l'nited States I 
noticed these ominous paragraphs, except with 
an incredulous smile. 

If you reflect how easy it would be for Can- 
ada to send a few hundred British subjects in- ' 
to Maine, with instructions to petition for an- | 
nexatlQfl at the proper time, and how plausi- 
bly England might, in the event of continued 
troubles in the United Stntes, send her fleets 
to Portland to comply with the pray en of the 
petitioners, you will probably conclude that 
there was more in these hints than appeared 
on the surface! 

To me it seems that so long as the civil war 
lasts in the United Stntes, the State of Maino, 
and especially the town of Portland, will oc- 
cupy a position of peculiar peril. It was 
lately stated by a British officer, whose opin- i 
ions were entitled to respect, that had war re- J 
suited from the Mason-Slidell imbroglio, ' 
Portland would have been in the possession of 
the Briti.»h within fifteen days alter the de- | 
deration of war; and further, that it would 
never have been given up so long as Groat I 
Britain held a foot of territory on this conti- j 
nent. False attacks, he added, might be j 
made at Boston, Philadelphia, and New 
York, but the real point of attack would be 
Portland, for it, and it alone, was of strategic 
value.

What General Jim Lane Proposes to Do! 

Brigadier General Jim Lane makes another 
radical Abolition speech. It was delivered in 
Leavenworth, Kansas, before the Mercantile 
Library Association. It is important onlv as 
giving us what he understands were the" in- 
tentions of tho Admnistration in making him 
a Brigadier General. 

Those intentions, according to Lane, were, 
that be was to rid the whole country west of 
the Mississippi River of Slavery. And to en- 
ablo him to do that, he was authorized to put 
arms into the hands of the slaves, and create, 
wherever he could, servile insurrections. 
That is the programme which he has marked 
out for himself, and which, he gives us to un- 
derstand, meets the approbation of the Ad- 
ministration. 

How far his statements may bo relied upon, 
time will develop. Thu following dispatch, 
which appears to be authentic, is not without 
its explanation : 

"The President stated, in a conversation 
with Mr. Conway, of Kansas, ho appointed 
Lane a Brigadier General with the express 
understanding that he should servo under 
General Hunter. Lane expressed a willing- 
ness to do so. It was never contemplated that 
his expedition should be independent of or of- 
fensive to Hunter. Lane must receive his 
orders from Hunter. The President will be 
glad if Hunter, acting within orders and 
sense of duty, can give orders that will be 
satisfactory to Lane." 

It would seem, from this dispatch, that 
Lano was appointed to serve under Major 
General Hunter, that Lane's expedition was 
not to be independent of or offensive to Hun- 
ter, and that the President will be glad if 
Hunter can give orders satisfactory to Lane. 

Special dispatches from Washington to the 
Gazette and Commercial of this city, say that 
the President expected that Hunter would re- 
tain charge of the Department, and Lane be 
detailed to carry out tho expedition. There 
is nothing to show that the President disap- 
proves of the way Lane intends to carry on 
the war. On the contrary, the dispatches con- 
firm the impressions created by Lane'sspeech. 
Besides the dispatch above given, which 
states that the President will be glad if Hun- 
ter can give orders satisfactory to Lane, the 
special dispatch to the Gazette and Commer- 
cial says: 

'if General Hunter takes command of the 
expedition from Fort Leavenworth south- 
ward, the campaign will be conducted on the 
same principles regarding slavery, as if Lane 
was in command." 

What those "same principles regarding 
slavery" are, Lane tells us in his Kansas 
speech — arming the slaves and creating Ber- 
vile insurrections. 

We shall regret to be convinced that the 
President has given his sanction to any such 
mode of conducting the war west of the Mis- 
sissippi or east of it. In inception it is hell- 
ish, and in execution it would be devilish.

Another Word on the Financial Question. 

A circumstance of great significance took 
place when thp schemo agreed upon by the 
Committee of Ways and M"an< for the issue 
of treasury notes was introduced on Monday 
in the House of Representatives. Mr. 
Stevens, of Pensylvnnia. one of the commit- 
tee, cave notice that lie should move to amend 
tho bill by requiring that the interest on the 
five hundred millions in six per cent, bonds 
shall bo paid in coin. 

Mr. Stevens's sagacity has guided him right 
in offering this amendment. He sees the im- 
portance of keeping up the credit of the gov- 
ernment bonds, whatever becomes of the de- 
mand notes intended for currency. He 
perceives the certainty of depreciation in the 
paper which it is proposed, to make a legal 
tender; and resolves, if it be in his power, 
that tho taint of depreciation shall not reach 
the government bonds.' 

If there is to be no depreciation of the treasury 
notes thereccrtainly would be no pressing neces- 
sity for Mr. Stevens to make this exception in 
favor of tho thirty millions of interest year- 
ly due on tho bonds. If the treasury notes, 
nominally payable on demand, but really not 
to be paid at all, arc to be as goodas gold, the 
holder of the bonds will as willingly receive 
them. Mr. Stevens's proposition implies that 
ho is very sure they will not. 

The certainty of a depreciation being thus 
admitted, we would suggMt to the good sense 
of those who have the charge of this measure

esting Details, Written by an Eye- Witness 
and Participant in the Conflict, etc. 

[From tho Richmond Dispatch, Jan. 09.] 
The following brief and clear narrative of 
this important conflict is furnished us by a I 
participant in the affair. Its truthfulness is j 
its greatest recommendation, but its particu- 
lar interest to a Virginia reader lies in the 
honorable mention made of ono of our own I 
regiments: 

Knowing that every item of news from tho 
State of Kentucky is hailed with great inter- 
est by your numerous readers, I have thought > 
proper'to give you a short account of tho 
movements of General Marshall, from the 6th 
to the 15th of January. 

General Marshall had taken a position and 
fortified himself some three miles above ! 
! Pnintville, on the river. But after learning 
the movements of the enemy, he thought best 
' to fall back so as to prevent the enemy from j 
cutting off his supplies and getting in his rear, i 
j Hence we slowly began our retrograde move- 
; ment, noticing the enemy, until on the night 
! of the 9th we rested at the foot of the moun- 
] tain, some Jfour miles west of Prestonsburg. ' 
; During the night of the 10th we learned that , 
! the enemy, In largft numbers, was moving to-! 
wards us "from the direction of Prestonsburg. 

On the morning of the 10th we took our 
line of march in the direction of the Cross 
Koads, three miles west of Prestonsburg, soon 
learning that tho position would be disputed j 
by the enemy. 

On arriving at the Cross Koads, we learned ■ 
that the enemy, 5,000 or 6,000 strong, had '

experienco of all nations and all periods of 
timo that the baser currency expels the nobler. 
Mr. Stevens should reflect whether it is not 
certain that, by putting into circulation so 
vast an amount of treasury notos made a legal 
tender, he is not depriving the government of 
tho means of making its payments in coin. 
The government will receive no gold : the 
payment! to it will bo made in depreciated 
paper, and it may be wholly out of its power 
to command the coin which thousands of 
holders of bonds will be clamorous in demand- 
ing. 

Have the members of Congress forgotten 
what has been In former years the effect of a 
paper currency distended largely beyond its 
due proportions ? Mr. Stevens, we arc sure, 
has not. Tho inflation of the currency brings 
with it an increase of prices, and tho increase 
of prices is as certainly followed by excessive 
importations of foreign goods as day is fol- 
lowed by night. Tho importer makes hay 
while the sun shines; he is perfectly willing 
to pay the enormous duties on the commodi- 
ties he brings in, as long as he is sure of enor- 
mous prices in disposing of them ; but he 
can 6end nothing abroad but gold and silver, 
and a rapid and silentdrainof the precious met- 
als from tho country is tho invariable conse- 
quence. Our warehouses become stuffed with 
foreign goods in proportion as our currency 
degenerates; our merchants, tempted by the 
gradual rise of prices, involve themselves in 
debt to tho foreign manufacturers. Thus it j 
will result that the stream of gold flowing 
MtbW from California will only pass through I 
our ports on its way to Europe. This is one | 
of the causes which, bofore Congress rises, 
may compel it to repeal the very provision 
which Mr. Stevens now proposes. 

We are sometimes asked what we have to 
suggest better than the plan of tho Commit- 
tee of Ways and Means. It does not appear 
to us that one need go far to look for tho true 
method. We must borrow money from vol- 
untary lenders. To secure a credit with thein 
wo must lay a tax of such an amount as to 
provide amply for the interest on tho loans 
and the gradual reimbursement of tho prin- 
cipal. We must offer the bonds of the gov- 
ernment at such rates as to tempt the capital- 
ists. It is better to allow them liberal deduc- 
tions from tho nominal value of tho bonds, 
than to suffer the same or greater deductions 
to be mado in the prices we must pay in de- 
preciated currency for everything we need to 
carry on the war. We shall then suffer in 
only ono rospect — in the sale of tho bonds — 
we shall escape the evil of debasing the whole 
currency of the country, the impoverishment 
of persons of small means, the responsibility 
of a measure that oppresses the poor, and the 
dreadful collapse of credit and the wide- 
spread ruin which will be the closing act of 
the drama. 

Tho issuo of treasury notes is, no doubt, 
necessary, but it is not necessary to mako 
them our main dependence. Their credit 
should be fortified in every practicable manner, 
and their issue should come in as a reserve af- 
ter the bonds are disposed of. 



Dkspkrate Affray ix Madison. — We 
learn from a gentleman, who left Richmond 
yesterday morning, that a desperate affray oc- 
curred in that town on last Monday evening, 
in which Capt. Nelson Burrows, of Colonel 
"Woolford's cavalry, was severely, if not fatal- 
ly stabbed; Thomas Dejarnett and John 
Itanatzor were mortally shot ; Wm. Grubbs, 
of Fort Lafayette notoriety, was shot in the 
hip, and a Mr. Freeze, of Jessamine county, 
was shot in the shoulder. Some of tho parties 
wore dead when our informant left Richmond. 
Wo understand that Thomas Dejarnett was 
tho originator of tho difficulty and inflicted 
the wounds upon Capt. Burrows, and that 
Mr. Irvine Roberts, of Capt. Burrows' com- 
pany, shot Dejarnett, Canatzer, and Grubbs, 
without being himself injured. Dejarnett, 
Kanatzer, and Grubbs, were secessionists. 
All were citizens of Madison county, except 
Freeze, who is a citizen of Jessamine.

But the time to view the enemy was of short 
duration, for soon the boom of our artillery 
announced to us that the battle had began, 
and then the hissing of the ball and cracking I 
of tho brush over our heads told us that the j 
hottest of the conflict would fall on Colonel ! 
Moore's Twenty-ninth Virginia regiment; 1 
but our boys were calm and ready. 

For two long hours the enemy poured upon 
Colonels Moore and Williams regiments a | 
perfect storm of ball, which our boys received i 
with coldness, and responded to with such ] 
terrible lires that the enemy began to stagger 
from the effects. Just at this point Colonel 
Moore ordered bis regiment to charge, lead- 
ing it in porson. With such firmness was the 
charge mado that tho enemy broke at our ap- 
proach. But just as tho foe was dislodged 
from his positiion, we were cross-fired from 
the right and left with deadly efcet, supposed 
partly to have been dono by our own mon 
through mistake. At tho same timo someone 
— no ono knows who — gave command to fall r 
back to our old position. Thus, in an instant, 
we lost all wo had gained in two long hours : 
of hard fighting. In the charge we lost five]' 
or six of our bravo boys. 

On reaching tho brow of the hill we gave a 
ihot for Jeff. Davis, resolving to have the field 
Or die. Again wo opened fires with double j 
energy. Now the battle raged along tho 
whole brow of the hill. Colonel Williams i 
fought like a tiger. Twice the enemy tried to 
Bank him; twice they wero repulsed. 

The cavalry having dismounted, poured a 
dreadful and destructive tire into the right! 
tlank of the insolent foe. The artillery was 
likewise in a better position ; throwing shot 1 
and shell w ith fatal ofl'ect. Colonel Trigg's : 
regiment was called forward to reinforco Col. • 
Moore; but before they could reach their po- ( 
sition a victory was proclaimed in favor of, 
Jeff. Davis. The enemy's guns were silenced, 
and as soon as tho Yankees could get off the ! 
field wo wero left its possessors. 

Had not night been on us the rout would 
have been complete; but the day was gone, 
we tired and hungry, eight miles from our 
camp, thought best to gather up our dead and 
wo.inded and seek rest for our bodies. 

Much might be said of individual acts ol 
bravery, but time will not permit. Ail did 
their duty. Most of our troops had never be- 
fore scon s battle fluid, yet they fought with 
the courage and boldness which characterizes 
the people which they represent. With a 
united effort they completely whipped a foe 
numerically flvo times stronger than them- 
selves. 

Colonel A. C. Monro's Twenty-ninth Vir- 
ginia regiment bore the heat of the day. He 
was under the most terrific fire for more than 
four consecutive hours; yet his ranks never 
staggered. Our Colonels, Moore and I.eigh, 
wero constantly at the head of their column, 
cheering their men and directing their fire. 

Tho gloomiest part of the day was after the 
enemy had left the field. The shrieks of the 
wounded and dying were truly heart-rend- 
ing. 

Our loss is flvo killed and four wounded in 
Colonel Moore's regiment, and four killed 
and five wounded in Colonel Williams' regi- 
ment. The enemy's is from four hundred to 
five hundred killed, and about the same num- 
ber wounded. 



TnE Censorship ok the Press. — The Ju- 
diciary Committee will resume their investi- 
gations to-morrow of tho censorship of the 
press. Mr. Mitchell, editor of New York 
Timet, is summoned before them for Monday. 
Copies of all tho suppressed dispatches havo 
been secured by the Committee from tho tel- 
egraph office. Their report, if ever divulged, 
will convey to the publica chapter in tho his- 
tory of the war as intensely interesting as any 
yet published. 

The trials and tribulations of the Wash- 
ington correspondents, in trying to got their 
reports before the public, in defiance, of the 
censor, aro rich and racy. Complaint is not 
made of the suppression of military move- 
ments, but of political and State matters, Cab- 
inet meeting, military orders, criticisms on 
military men and Government officials, Arc, 
are the subjects of dissension ; to ascertain 
how far tho Government has gone, and how 
unjust and unnecessary havo been his actions, 
is the subject of investigation. — Washington 
Correspondence of the Philadelphia Inquirer.

Tho enemy have committed a great mis- 
take in bringing so large an army into the 
field as anything like their boasted six hundred 
thousand. It is too large a force to be cm- 
ployed to the be>t advantage ; and while pro- 
ducing an enormous drnin upon their Treas- 
ury, supplies wholesale food for death and 
camp disease. They will break down their 
Treasury and frighten their people by heavy- 
taxation out of all taste for the war, long be- 
fore they can bring their vast and cumbrous 
machinery for invasion into play, and long 
boforo they can succeed in subjugating the 
South. 

The blunder they aro committing is appa- 
rent, and they have gone too far in it to re- 
trive it. although they have now plainly dis- 
covered the error they have committed. We 
must not copy their fatal mistake by bringing 
a too large and utterly tin wieldly force into 
tho field. Our policy is to employ a smaller 
force, and to husband our men, supplies and 
finances, in proportion as they lavish and 
waste theirs. Those of our Southern people 
take a very mistaken view of the war who

because be has set us the fatal example. No; 
two hundred thousand men would be a force 
fully adequate to meet all the requirements of 
the South, and to conduct this war to a glo- 
rious conclusion. None can doubt that we 
can bring and keep that number in the field 
throughout the war without trouble, strain 
or exhaustion. 

All that is required at present is the proper 
legislation looking to tho organization of our 
military 'forces. It is not so essential that 
this legislation should be exactly the best that 
can be devised, as that it should be speedily 
matured and pot into operation. The laws, 
whatever they may be, should already be up- 
on the statute book, and tho important busi- 
ness of enlistments should bo at this moment 
in active progress. Let the people only know 
tho duty required of them, and, depend upon 
it, they will do the rest. They desire just and 
impartial laws, laying the burden of service 
with even hand upon all capable of duty ; 
and such a system of impartial drafting as will 
leave no room for, nor appearance of, favor- 
itism. All that the people demand is a just 
system of legislation on the subject, and they 
will engage to do tho rest. The country has 
made no call upon them as yet that they have 
failed to respond to with alacrity. In the 1 
matter of enlistments they have always been 
ahead of tho capacity of the Government to 
arm them. With proper legislation they will 
continue so, and the great desideratum now is 
not soldiers, but prompt and just legislation 
regulating the organization of the military 
forces of the State. 

Our own legislature is now engaged upon 
this important subject, and we trust that wis- 
dom and dispatch will characterize their pro- 
ceedings. The present week ought not to 
close without Witnessing the consummation 
of the proper laws forthis purpose, because the 
time is growing so short for tho organization 
of the troops of the State that any longer de- 
lay of the requisite legislation would be most 
prejudicial to the public interests.

The question of European intervention in 
the civil war in America is being much more 
freely canvassed, the proceedings at Charles- 
ton for alleged general insufficiency of the 
blockade being the excuse for such step. 

Earl Russell's letter to the Liverpool Ship 
Owners' Association had been published. 
The letter says that the British Government 
notified Lord Lyons w hen the measure was 
' preparing, that such apian as the stone block- 
, ade would seem to imply despair of tho res- 
I toration of the I nion, which was the profess- 
j cd object of the war ; for It could never be the 
wish of the United States Government to de- 
stroy cities from which their own country was 
to derive a portion of its riches. Such a plan 
could only bo adopted as a measure of revenge, 
i and as an irremediable injury against an 
enemy. 

Lord Lyons was further told that even as a 
scheme of embittered and sanguinary war, 
such a measure would not be justifiable. It 
would be a plot against the commerce of all 
nations, and against the intercourse of the 
Southern Stales with the civilized world. 
Lord Lyons was desired tospeak in this sense 
to Mr. Seward, who, it was supposed, would 
disavow the illegal projects. "Now, how- 
ever,' says the letter, " that the project seems 
to have been carried into effect at Charleston, 
Lord Lyons will be instructed to make no 
further representations to Mr. Seward with 
a view to prevent similar acts of destruction 
at other ports. " 

It was stated that the French Minister at 
Washington had been furnished with the for- 
mal disapprobation of the French Govern- 
ment at the conduct of the United States Gov- 
ernment in choking up Charleston harbor 
with stone, and that she would join Lord 
Lyons in protesting against the act. 

The London Times continues its denuncia- 
tions of the stone blockade, and asserts that 
the project of the British Government against 
Bolognc in 1804, was a different thing, having 
been designed to shut in a hostile fleot. 

The London Morning Post says that mat- 
ters in America nre evidently approaching a 
situation in which tho de facto Government 
of tho South may claim consideration in 
Europe Some journals say that if in spite of 
the remonstrances against it, other Southern 
ports are served like Charleston, England 
and France will have nothing left them to do 
but to interfere. 

The Liverpool Post emphatically declares 
that the war must be stopped by mediation if 
possible, by force if necessary. 

The London Daily News continues to de- 
nounce the idea of recognizing the South, and 
says it is time the country should utter its voice 
against it in unmistakable terms. It is re- 
ported that the initiative in proclaiming the 
blockade of the Southern ports inefficient will 
bo taken by France. The French Govern- 
ment journals continue to make the most of 
tho Charleston blockade. 

(Special to the Post.! 
The flog of truce from rebeldom conveyed 
an impudent demand. The message is said 
to have been from Jeff. Davis to President 
Lincoln, announcing that if the Federal Gov- 
ernment permit the rebel bridge burners to be 
hung under the order of General Halleck, the 
Federal prisoners — Col. Corcoran, and Lee, 
Wilcox, and others — held as hostages for the 
pirates shall be immediately hung in retalia- 
tion. A Cabinet meeting was called to con- 
sider the subject, but I am requested not to 
announce the result. Jeff. Davis will learn it 
soon enough.

Padvcah, Ky., Feb. 4. 

The transports which left Cairo, yesterday, 
with troops on board, came straggling in hero 
one at a time during all of last night, and im- 
mediately proceeded up the Tennessee river. 

Wo reached a point ten miles this side of 
Ft. Henry about daylight, where we found 
the gunboats St< Louis, Essex, and Caronde- 
let, and Cincinnati lying at anchor. 

The troops on board the new Uncle Sam, 
Illinois, and Alex. Scott were here disem- 
barked, and again re-embarked and landed 
four miles above, where the balance of troops 
were also landed as fast as they arrived. 

The gunboats weighed anchor upon our ar- 
rival, and steamed up to within gunshot 
range of the fort, when an interchange of 
shot and shell was had between our boats and 
tho fort, about twenty shots being fired on 
each side. The shooting was very accurate 
on both sides. One shot from the fort struck 
the upper wooden cabin of the Essex and tore 
a hole in her. The damage was. however, 
trifling, as this cabin was but atemporarvatfair. 
Several of our shells burst in tho fort, and im- 
mense damage is supposed to have been dono. 
At intervals between the shots, a rebel steam- 
er was seen maneuvering about. 

A powerful Union force is now encamped 
on the bights of the east bank of the Tennes- 
see river, just beyond the range of the ene- 
my s guns. 

The transports, after landing their human 
cargoes, returned to Paducali, where they 
will take on reinforcements and proceed, as 
speedily as possible, to the point of debarka- 
tion near Fort Henry. 

The new Uncle Sam met with an accident 
in returnii g here this afternoon, about twenty 
miles up tho river, while running close to the 
shore. She ran into a large tree, tearing 
away her railings and escape-pipe, and dam- 
aging her wheelhouse and barbor shop, the 
latter to the great consternation of the pro- 
prietor of the last establishment. 

Heavy reinforcements will bo landed near 
Fort Henry to-morrow, to co-operate with 
the force now there, and ere many days shall 
elapse the crash of arms will be heard in this 
quarter that will shake secessiondom to its 
foundation. I have not been ablo to learn 
what, if anything, has been done on the Cum- 
berland from Smithland. 

Prodding for v Lieutenant-General. 

A bill is maturing authorizing the Presi- 
dent to appoint a Lieutenant-Gcneral from 
the regular or volunteer officers. It is de- 
signed to put somebody over McClellan. 

J. D. Bright was expelled from the Senate 
to-day. He left before the vote was announced. 
The galleries wero densoly crowded, and the 
audience expressed their satisfaction at the 
result. 

Previous to expulsion, Bright spoke at 
length, saying that he had ever voted for 
peace and never gave u sectional vote. 

Every impulse of his heart was given tohis 
country, and ho yielded to no man in his at- 
tachment to it. If ho should be turned out 
he would put himself on trial before a tribu- 
nal which should be found just. He would 
submit to the people of Indiana the question 
of the right or wrong in this case. He had 
no part in the movement for disruption of the 
Union. He would leave the people to decide 
the question.

conciliation alike honorable and just to all;
